TOMAH, Wis.—Because 
of lie 
prevalance of Influenza in this city, 
Mayor Nuzum hns ordered the closing 
of all public and parochial sjhools, 
churches, dance halls 
and pi-ture 
shows. 
All gatherings of a public 
nature are barred until the ban is 
lifted. 
While the prevailing epidemic 


is not severe in nature, it is showing 
itself extremely 
contagions, 
entire 


families being sick one after the oth- 
er. 
But one fatality has occurred— 


tbe death of Edward, three-year-old 
son of Mr. and ilrs. Alexander Gen- 
ivekow. 


On Tuesday one hundred and sey- 


«nty-five high school students were 
confined to their home because of 
influenza. 
The board of education 


considered the seriousness of the sit- 
uation and closed the public schools 
lor the remainder of the week and 
all of next week. It is impossible to 
secure the immediate services of a 
physician, all local doctors being en- 
gaged night and day. 
; 


In the surrounding rural districts 
•bnilar conditions exist and the al- 
most impassable roads of Wednes- 
day are travelled in baste by doctors 
on their errands of healing. 
Not 
since the influenza epidemic vf 1917, 
Imfl there been such a serious condi- 
tion. The prompt clamping on of the 
lid by the mayor of Tomah will with- 
out doubt prevent many fatalities. 
A strict enforcement of the ban will 
be maintained until present condi- 
tions are entirely changed and normal 
emes prevail.
